The proposed consolidation of An- 
tioch Grade .School District No. '34 
and Bean Hill District No. 30 will be 
voted upon by residents of both dis- 
tricts in. a special election called for 
that purpose and scheduled to be 
held this Saturday. 

For the purposes of this election, 
and in keeping with state school law 
provisions for such elections, three 
special polling places have been set 

up. 

All members of the Antioch school 
district residing within the village 
limits will vote at Antioch Grade 
school from 12 noon to 7 p. m. 

Residents of the Antioch district 
living outside the village and west of 
Ilghway 21-83 will vote at the Barney 
Naber service station at the south- 
west corner, junction of Highways 59 
and 173, during the same hours. 

Residents of the Antioch district 
living outside the village and east of 
Highway 21-83 will vote at the Barney 
Bean Hill district will vote in the 
Bean Hill school, also from 12 noon 
to 7 p. m. 

In the event that the voters of the 
two districts favor consolidation, the 
present school boards will be auto- 
matically dissolved, and a new board 
is to be elected for the new district. 

This would consist of seven mem- 
bers— a president, for a one-year 
term, and'two members each for one- 
year, two-year and three-year terms.

Petty by March 24. The election of 
the new board members would then 
be held on the second Saturday in 
the following month, April 14.

Crandall was given first aid and 
was removed to St. Therese hospital 
by Dr. I. L. Breakstone and the 
squad members. X-rays were taken 
and his mother, Mrs. Leslie Crandall, 
was summoned from Chicago, where 
she had been visiting relatives. 

Crandall is believed to have been 
returning from a .trip to Chicago 
when the accident occurred, and it is 
thought that he may have fallen a- 
sleep at the wheel. 

He recently received an honorable 
discharge after serving in the Seft' 
Bees overseas for an extended period. 

His automobile was badly damaged 
and was removed to the Ford garage 
here.

Restaurants and eating places, cus- 
tomarily operating 24 hours a day, or 
during the entire period between mid- 
night, but all others must close at 
12 o'clock. Casey stressed that esta- 
blishments remaining open shall not 
provide entertainment or sell, serve 
or permit the consumption of intoxi- 
cating liquor between the hours of 
12:00 midnight and the customary 
opening hour. He explained that all 
restaurants and eating establishments 
may open at their customary opening 
hour. 

Restaurants with bars or serving 
alcoholic beverages and which operate 
24 hours a day must stop the serving 
of drinks at midnight, but may re- 
main open to serve food. 

All forms of entertainment such as 
dancing, juke boxes or miniature mo- 
vies must cease at midnight. This in- 
cludes juke boxes or phonographs in 
restaurants. 

Twcnty-four'-hour-a-day restaurants 
which customarily close an hour in 
the morning to clean up may continue 
to re-open after cleaning without en- 
dangering their right to serve food 
after midnight. 

The midnight curfew applies also to 
all . private clubs, private wedding 
parities, private dances, and all organi- 
zational functions such as American 
Legion parties where the serving of 
drinks and dancing would ordinarily 
continue after 12 o'clock. 

The curfew also stops room service 
in residential or transient hotels at 
midnight, but allows service to be re- 
sumed at the usual hour in the mor- 
ning. 

Also under curfew restrictions are 
the following, whether public or pri- 
vate: amusement parks, carnivals, cir- 
cuses, coin-operated amusement de- 
vice parlors, ice and roller skating 
rinks, sport arenas, theatres, shooting

been notified to keep in touch with 
the area offices in St. Louis in the 
event that the squad is needed. 

Mrs. Rose J. Lidschin, Waukegan, 
chairman of the Lake county drive 
publicity committee, calls attention to 
the fact that, "As at Hickam field, 
when the Red Cross swung into ac- 
tion 20 minutes after the first bombs 
fell on Pearl Harbor, trained person- 
nel arc prepared to act, when needed, 
in peace and in war." 

Attention is also directed by the 
county committees to the statement 
by Eric A. Johnston, president of the 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce, who 
^said, "Throughout the world today 
misfortune and misery are at a peak. 
War has not only aggravated the in- 
escapable impact of natural disasters 
such as fires, floods and hurricanes, 
I but also has heaped upon these the 
many man-made woes that always ac- 
company clashes between armed for- 
|ces, Never before in the world's 
i history have so many people suffered 
'sorrow and affliction from causes be- 
'yond their control. Never before has 
there been so widespread a need for 
concrete evidence of man's universal 
brotherhood."

ROBERT PITMAN RESCUES 
WOUNDED BUDDY UNDER FIRE 

With the 45th division of the 
Seventh army in France — Crawling 
300 yards through intense German 
artillery and rifle fire. Sgt. Robert E. 
Ptman of Antioch, 111., made his way 
to the side of a wounded companion 
and brought him back to snfety. 

The infantry company of the vet- 
eran 45th "Thunderbird" division was 
attacking a German position when 
machine-gunner Pitman saw one of 
his buddies fall wounded in front of 
the German lines. 

Pitman skirted rocks and open 
places and made his way through a 
densely wooded area to get to the 
side of the wounded man, 

"Fortunately, he wasn't hurt too 
badly," related Pitman. "With a little 
help from me, he was able to make 
it back to the medical aid station." 

His mission accomplished, Pitman 
returned to his machine gun and re- 
sumed laying down a protective sheet 
of fire ahead of the advancing infan- 
trymen. 

Sgt. Pitman joined the 45th divi- 
sion in September, 1943. He partici- 
pated in the Italian mountain cam- 
paign, the invasion and breakthrough 
at the Anzio beachhead, the invasion 
of southern France and in the cam- 
paign in the foothills of the Voseges 
mountains in France. 

The Antioch soldier has been 
awarded four campaign stars, • the 
combat Infantryman's, badge' and the 
Good Conduct medal. 
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Is It Just A Slogan? 

Fire prevention officials have good reason to que- 
stion the sincerity of the much publicized public de- 
sire for freedom from fear and want. Through rank 
carelessness 10,000 persons lose their lives each year 
by fire, and half a billion dollars worth of properly is 
destroyed. Certainly fire, r when it strikes, spells terror 
to its victims. And what can create want more speedily 
than the sudden destruction of a home or place of work 
by fire? 

Hero is one great creator of fear and want that 
we permit in our midst simply because we are too in- 
different to control.it. Fire prevention authorities do 
all in their power to teach people the fact that real fire 
prevention begins with the individual, with the family, 
in the home. They repeat again and again the old story 
of cluttered attics, refuse strewn basements, improper 
construction, and, last but not least, what to do in case 
of fire to help avoid needless loss of life. They warn 
against opening a door if it is too hot to, touch or try- 
ing to flee down an open stairway in the face of up- 
ward sweeping flames. Their warnings arc simple, take 
little effort, and yet wanton negligence continues. 

If wc mean it when we roll the slogan of freedom 
from fear and want so easily off our tongues, let's be- 
gin to show it by taking steps to eliminate preventable 
fires.

When Gasoline Made History! 

"When a handful of British pilots held the whole 
German air force at bay in the battle of Britain, the 
course of the world history was determined for cen- 
turies to come. However, the battle of Britain was ac- 
tually decided long before those fateful days when 
machine guns crackled thousands of feet above the city 
of London. It was decided in laboratories many years 
before. It was decided when the planes and the fuel 
were designed which, proved superior to the best that 
the Germans had in the crucial test of combat. 

A dozen years ago. scientists in the oil industry 
had managed to bring the production cost of the new 
100-octane gasoline down to a dollar a gallon. Military 
authorities, feeling that its value outweighed its cost, 
ordered a whole lank car to be painstakingly pro- 
duced with small scale apparatus. So promising were 
results and the progress of petroleum laboratories in 
making synthetic fuels at lower cost, that well before 
this war began, our Army and Navy decided to build 



their engines to operate on 100-octane fuel. When the ( 
batle of Britain occurred it was fought and won with 
100-octane gasoline. 

As a prominent chemist remarked: "Ten to thir- 
teen octane numbers may well have shaped the history 
of the world in that battle!"

Ameri- 
ca was founded on man's consciousness of God, man's 
daily labor, and the fruits therefrom. Until there is 
again a universal recognition of the importance of as- 
suring American children a knowledge of God, the very 
principals that served to .create this country of ours, 
will continue to ,be in jeopardy." 

Concerted action should be instituted to popular- 
ize Sunday School attendance, to give the youth of 
the nation a stabilizing influence to counteract the ir- 
responsible thinking that inevitably follows war. The 
fact that strength of character develops with a better 
understanding of the relative importance of the spiritual 
and the material, is evidenced by the experiences of 
the boys on the fighting fronts. The same stabilizing in- 
fluence must be encouraged in our domestic life.

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Warsaw 

Of Many Wars 

Polish Capital Has Been Held 

In Modern Times By 

11 Conquerors. 



NEW YORK. — The latest chapter 
in the stormy history of the city of 
I Warsaw was enacted when the Ftiis- 
! dan. army captured it recently. In. 
'modern times Warsaw has been 
! occupied by foreign troops II Umes 
'and has been the scene of many 
riots and insurrections. 

During the years since HiUei 
.plunged the world into, the preseni. 
'. conflict Warsaw has withstood twu 
!]ong and bloody; sieges. On Septem- 
ber 27, 193D, the city fell to the Ger- 
'mans after 20- days of • epic re 
sistance during which the Nazis re- 
leased, their "total war" against the 
ancient capital high on the west 
bank of the Vistula river, says the 
Chicago Tribune. 

On August 1, 1944, Polish patriots 
within the city, fired by the ap- 
proach of the Russian, army, rose 
in revolt against the Germans. The 
Russians failed to break through the 
iNazi defense ring around the city 
and for 63 days the Polish under- 
ground fought- on . with supplies 
dropped by Allied planes. Finally 
on October 3 Lieut. Gen. Tadeusz 
Komorowski (General Bor) an- 
nounced his partisan forces had sur- 
rendered. 

Before the Polish capital fell to 
the Germans more than 60,000 per- 
sons of whom more than half were 
women and children had been killed 
by Nazi dive-bomber attacks and 
heavy artillery barrages. Some 100,- 
000 other civilians were wounded. 
Became Capital in 1550. 
Warsaw is not an old city as 
European cities go. It. seems to 
have emerged into history in the 
13th century, although there are, un- 
. verifiable surmises about an earlier 
■ history going back to perhaps the 
0th century. 

In 1550 it first, became the capital 
of the then powerful Polish . king- 
dom. King Charles Gustave of 
Sweden captured.it in 1655 and held 
it for a year, when the Poles re- 
captured it. The city wa^ severely 
damaged when King Charles XII of 
Sweden took it in 1702, but it be- 
came free again when peace was 
declared -the following year. 

The Russians took possession 'of it 

in 1764, Then in 1773 came 4he first 

, partitioning of Poland and.it went' to 

i Prussia. The Russians took it again 

< in 1704 after a bloody assault. 

Troops of Napoleon occupied It, In 
1806. The Austrians seized it in 
1809, but gavev It. up' "after ■ a few 
months and it once* more; became 
independent. TJie Russians .cap- 
tured it in 1813 and* uv 1830 there 
was ,an insurrection. After much 
bloodshed the Russians recaptured 
it the next year and held it through 
numerous uprisings until 1915 when 
the Germans captured it during the 
first World war. . 

Wrecked by Nazis. 

Four separate^ offensives were un- 
dertaken by Germany in 1915 to re- 
duce Russia's Polish salient, of 
which Warsaw was the center. 

When the German armies began 
to disintegrate In 1918 the Poles set 
up their own government and for 
tho third time In five centuries War- 
saw became the capital of ah Inde- 
pendent Poland. 

For nearly 21 years then, Warsaw 
was the capital of the Polish re- 
public which arose from the ashes 
of the World war. 

During the German occupation 
since 1939, Polish land arid Busi- 
nesses were confiscated and 'given to 
Germans. 

The Poles are a proud people 
whose reaction to attempts to de- 
prive them of -their liberty arid their 
cultural heritage has . repeatedly 
been one of violent rebellion." 

The insurrection of 1863 against 
Russia resulted from a punitive. and ( 
repressive policy almost unmatched 
In 19th century Europe. Death, ban- 
ishment, confiscation of property, 
the closing of educational and re- 
ligious establishments were among 
the devices Russia then used in an 
attempt to expunge the name and 
memory of Poland. 

Until it was ruined in the pres- 
ent war, Warsaw was one of the 
pleasantest cities in Europe. 



Belgians Victims 

Of Nazi Tortures 

British Army Report Tells of 
Brutal Treatment. 

TWENTY-FIRST ARMY GROUP 
HEADQUARTERS, WESTERN 
FRONT.— An offlcinl British army 
report revealed, the details of fiend- 
ish tortures inflicted on men and 
women in eight low country concen- 
tration camps by the Germans dur- 
ing the occupation. 

Most of the victims were Belgian 
civilians, and hundreds freed by lib- 
erating armies made sworn state- 
ments which were carefully docu- 
mented in the report of more than 
70 pages. 

Accompanying the report- were 
photographs of a torture chamber 
and instruments used at the Breen- 
donk camp, where at least 350 per- 
sons were believed executed and an- 
other 300 died agonizing deaths at 
the hands of their Nazi tormentors. 

The investigation also covered 
camps at - Brussels, Charleroi, Os- 
tracher, Limbourg, Bourg-Leopold, 
Antwerp and Liege,' but the horrors 
of the windowless, stone torture 
chamber at Breendonk were per- 
haps the worst. 

There the victims were stripped, 
handcuffed and beaten below the 
belt or the face with a truncheon 
or cat o' nine tails, hauled to the 
ceiling by a rope and pulley, beaten 
and dropped on the sharp edges of 
cunningly placed wooden blocks; 
lashed to a table and burned about 
the body with lighted cigar ends 
and electrically heated metal plates 
or needles; their fingers crushed in 
a special press. 

In the floor of- the chamber the 
Nazis hod cut a drain to carry off 
the blood of the victims. 

Prisoners were taken into the 
courtyard every day and forced to 
watch while their fellow captives 
were tortured. The most common 
punishment was 30 strokes on the 
bare back with a stick that flayed 
the flesh to pulp. The following day 
the victim of this treatment cus- 
tomarily was ordered to work all 
day carrying bricks.

Yank Studies Off Duty; 

Betters U. S. Bombsight 

LONDON.— Sgt. Sigmund Kramer, 
29, Cleveland, Ohio, a bombsight 
maintenance man, has invented a 
valued bombsight attachment, it was 
announced recently. 

Kramer, who studies calculus off 
duty, had heard fortress crews com- 
plain of having to make two runs 
over a target and getting punished 
the second time as enemy guns got 
their range. His invention, the alti- 
tude drum lock, prevents accidental 
movement of a knob on the bomb- 
sight by a bombardier's knee.

Kramer made the first model of 
his invention, which is used on all 
modern bombsights in the European 
theater of operations, from a piece 
of scrap metal. One of his first in- 
ventions was his name, Kramer, 
which he substituted for Krajewski 
when he was 21.

DAYTON, OHIO.— Another chap-i 
ter in the story of B-29 strikes 
against Japan unfolded recently with 
disclosure that China based Super- 
forts draw their fuel, in part, from 
gasoline flown "over the hump" by 
huge four-englned . tankers. 

^The air technical service com- 
mand, .with headquarters, at Wright 
field, described the aerial tankers 
as stripped*B ? 24 Liberators, So com- 
pletely are the converted craft — 
Jcnown as C-lG9s— given ,over to 
their task that their own gasoline, is 
drawn directly from the cargo 
tanks. 

The ATSC said that while other 
planes, including the C46,v"C47, and 
C-54 "can also deliver fuel in drums, 
the C-109 has by far the greatest 
carrying capacity with its specially 
designed tanks In the nose, wings, 
bomb bay, and fuselage." No figure 
was given. 

American Observer Says 
2 Million Starve in Italy 

NEW YORK. — Howard B. Barr, 
assistant to Myron C, Taylor, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's personal envoy to. 
the Vatican, said recently that 2 mil- 
lion persons are starving in Italy. 

Barr, recently returned from 
Naples, said in an interview at the 
national headquarters of American 
Relief for Italy, Inc., that 27 mil- 
lion others are on sparse rations 
that amount to about five slices of 
bread daily. 

Many towns, he said, have not a 
single building standing, and wom- 
en and children live in rubble and 
sleep on straw pallets. Much land 
has been made too dangerous to 
till or harvest because of mines that 
the Allies have not had a chance to 
clear. 



GENEVA. — How tens of thou- 
sands of Hungarian Jews perished 
in an epic - "march of death" from 
Budapest to .the Austrian frontier 
has been revealed here by one of the 
"marchers" who escaped to Swit- 
zerland. His eye-witness story, as 
published in the Swiss press, says: 

"In the early days of November,, 
thousands of Jews— men, women 
and children— were herded togeth- 
er, in Budqpest and driven afoot to- 
ward the Austrian border.'For seven 
or eight days we marched an aver- 
age of 30 kilometers daily, some- 
times under heavy,, cold rain. Be- 
fore we set out, Hungarian Nazis 
searched us to pr.event us from tak- 
ing along any valuables. Our iden- 
tity documents were taken away 
from us. 

"The road leading from Budapest, 
via Komarqh to the Hungarian bor- 
der town of Hegyshaloni, is more 
than 120 kilometers long., We were 
accompanied by members of the 
anti-Semitic Arrow Cross party. 
Anyone who showed signs of a 
breakdown was immediately shot. 
Wet through and through, our 
clothes torn to pieces, we had to 
spend nights sleeping along thO 
roadside. Every two ' days we re- 
ceived a plate of watery soup and 
this was all. 

Terror Is Described. 

"Of 100,000 Jews who started from 
Budapest, only 75,000 reached the 
Austrian frontier. We were sent 
across the border in groups of 500. 
The Germans, however, selected 
only those who were fit for hard la- 
bor. The others were returned and 
driven into the woods, where many 
died of disease, exposure and star- 
vation." 

Meanwhile, the first authentic re- 
port of what has happened to the 
Jews in Budapest and other sec- 
tions of Hungary since lost March, 
when the German army occupied 
the country, reached here recently. 
It was smuggled out of Budapest. 

"The Germans," the report says, 
"immediately started segregating 
Jews in ghettos. This was followed 
by mass deportations, so that by 
the middle of July nOt a single Jew 
remained in the Hungarian part of 
Transylvania, tho Carpathian sec- 
tion of the country and southern 
Hungary. More than 600,000 Jews 
were deported within two months, 
most of them to the extermination 
camp of Oswiecim in German-occu- 
pied Poland. 

"From Budapest only about 10,000 
were deported at that time, while, 
more than 250,000 were herded into 
special 'Jewish buildings.' It was 
hoped these Jews, would not be 
molested, but the situation took a 
new turn in October, soon after the 
pro-Nazi Szalasi government came 
to power." 

Thousands Die in Streets'. 
. Acting upon the orders of Premier 
Fcrenc Szalasi and supported by 
German troops, Arrow Cross units 
carried out a pogrom on October 15 
during which -many thousands -of 
. Jews were massacred in the Buda- 
pest streets, the report continues. 
On the pretext that Jews were hid- 
ing arms, Arrow Cross units invaded 
Jewish, homes, dragged residents 
into the streets and killed them. 
German tanks and armored cars 
fired at buildings that Jewish resi- 
dents refused to leave. 

The next day an order was Issued 
prohibiting Jews to leave their 
dwellings. For five days, they could 
get no food. This was followed by 
segregation of all Jews in a ghetto 
around Tabok street. 

About,'. 14,000 Jew.g.Jn Budapest, 
holders, of Palestine* emigration. cer- 
tificates . and "security passports" 
issued by the Swiss and Swedish 
.legations, were taken under the pro- 
tection of the International Red 
Cross. They were confined in spe- 
cial houses in a fashionable sec- 
tion. 

Soon Arrow Cross units began to 
hunt for Jews in this section. Sev- 
eral thousand holders of Swiss 
and Swedish passports were 
dragged into a synagogue, brutally 
beaten and their "security pass- 
' ports" torn up. They were then sent 
to a factory that was the center 
where Jewish slave laborers were 
held. 



Must Be Pressed 
Some sweaters need to be lightly 
pressed or "blocked" to give them 
a finished appearance after they've 
been washed.
